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Search for 
Angela Davis 
Broadened 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. (AP) 
- the search tot Angela Davis 
broadened today after a federal 
attorney confirmed that the 
self-professed Communist and 
former university philosophy in- 
structor bought the shotgun that 
killed Judge Harold J. Haley. 


The judge and three other 


men were killed Aug. 8 during a 
gunbattle that followed a court- 
room kidnaping at San Rafael, 
across the Golden Gate from 
San Francisco. 


Miss Davis is charged with 


one count of murder and five 
counts of kidnaping under a 
California law which holds any- 
one who aids a major crime as 
guilty as the direct participants. 


Jerrold Ladar, assistant U.S. 


attorney, said Sunday a serial 
number check showed the shot- 
gun was purchased at a San 
Francisco pawn shop Aug. 5 by 
the former UCLA instructor 
who the regents 
refused to 


rehire. 


The search for Miss Davis 


ranged from the West Coast to 
Birmingham, Ala., and abroad 
after Ladar disclosed that Miss 
Davis, 26, had a passport. 


Early reports about the possi- 


ble whereabouts of the attrac- 
tive black educator with a high 
Afro hairdo had included Cana- 
da. Ladar said a passport was 
not needed to enter Canada, but 
would be necessary to go from 
there to any other country. 


As the FBI joined in the 


search on a federal fugitive 
warrant 
charging 
unlawful 


flight to avoid prosecution, re- 
ports persisted that Miss Davis 
might be in Birmingham Ala., 
her birthplace. 


Maj. David Orange, head of 


the Jefferson County (Ala.) 
sheriff's intelligence force, said 
he is convinced that she is still 
in Birmingham. 


An informant told officers 


Miss Davis had attended a 
Black Panther party meeting in 
Birmingham last Friday night, 
he reported. 


In San Francisco, Ladar said 


Miss Davis was reported to 
have been a frequent companion 
of Jonathan Jackson, 17, one of 
those killed in the Shootout at 
the Marin County Civic Center. 


Investigators 
said 
Jackson 


went into Haley's courtroom 
with a bowling bag full of weap- 
ons and interrupted an assault 
trial by brandishing guns and 
shouting: "All right, everybody 
freeze!" 


Taking the judge and four oth- 


ers in the courtroom as host- 
ages, Jackson and three San 
Quentin convicts—one on trial 
for assaulting a guard and two 
present as witnesses—marched 
the hostages to a parking lot. 


In a gunbattle that erupted as 


the abductors tried to leave the 
area in a small van with their 
hostages, Jackson and two of 
the convicts, James McClain 
and William A. Christmas, were 
killed. 


The third convict, 
Ruchell 


Magee, and two of the hostages 
were wounded.

LEY (AP) — A rusty surplus 
Liberty ship carrying a cargo of 
nerve gas and several rabbits 
wallowed through the Atlantic 
under tow today, headed for a 
watery grave 282 miles east of 
Cape Kennedy, Fla.

is scheduled to be scuttled in 
16,000 feet of water Tuesday, 
carrying with her to the bottom

vaults containing more than 
12,500 nerve gas rockets. 


The way for the controversial 


disposal of the deadly gas was 
cleared Sunday when Florida 
Gov. 
Claude Kirk and the Envi- 


ronmental Defense Fund said 
they were abandoning a court 
fight against the Army's plans 
to rid itself of the rockets. They 
claimed the gas represented an 
extreme danger to the ocean en- 
vironment. 


In a rare Sunday session, the 


U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Wash- 


ington upheld a district court's 
refusal to grant Kirk and the de- 
fense fund an injunction barring 
the disposal plans. But it said 
the Briggs must remain in port 
at Sunny Point, N.C., until 10 
a.m. today to give Kirk and the 
defense fund a chance to carry 
an appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


The appeals court announced 


some two hours later, however, 
that Kirk and the group were 
quitting the court fight and the 
Briggs, which originally had 
been scheduled to get under 
way Saturday, moved out with a 
tug supplying the power. 


Providing escort were a back- 


up tug, the destroyer escort 
Hartley and the Coast Guard 
cutter Mendotta. 


When the convoy reaches the 


disposal area, a 14-man team of

will 
board

Briggs, checking first the rab- 
bits. They are sensitive to gas, 
should any of the vaults spring 
a leak. 


The men will install devices to 


monitor the rate of descent as 
the Briggs goes to the bottom,

valves to let seawater flood the 
ship, then abandon the Briggs.

Mrs. Hampton said she had

sas that they could accept a 
black candidate. 


She 
said 
Hampton 
was 


"brave" and very "sincere in 
his campaign. 


Mrs. Hampton says she has 


left the majority of the cam- 
paigning to her husband and 
his staff, partly due to the 
fact that she is attending SCA 
to obtain a master's degree in 
counseling. 


She has taught elementary 


education in Pulaski County 
School system and will teach 
again next year. But, she said 
if Hampton is elected, her 
plans will be centered around 
his duties and she will put 
aside her education for a while. 


With a grin, Mrs. Hampton

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-R. J. 


Hampton, 34, of North Little 
Rock brought to this year's Ar- 
kansas elections something not 
seen in a gubernatorial candi- 
date for 50 years—a black skin. 


A minister of the African- 


Methodist-Episcopal 
faith, 


Hampton was a Democrat until 
1968 when he attacked the par- 
ty's gubernatorial nominee, 
Marion H. Crank, and switched 
to the Republican side. 


Hampton entered the GOP pri- 


mary for governor this yer, 
the first Negro to seek the 
state's highest office since 1920. 
He resigned as president of 
Shorter College when he filed 
for governor. 


Hamtpon's campaign has 


been much like any other candi- 
date's. He has not declared un- 
equivocally against any tax in- 
crease, he has said schools are 
in critical need of additional 
revenue, he has expressed sup- 
port for the proposed new con- 
stitution. 


He brought a small contro- 


versy to his candidacy by ac- 
knowledging that he expected to 
receive a small campaign con- 
tribution from Jess Odom, chief 
financial backer of former Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus, a Democrat. 


Other than that, Hampton 


has received only the attention 
he brought to himself. Neither 
Republican nor Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination-seek- 
ers have paid much heed to 
him. 


Hampton says he expects to 


receive substantial support 
among black voters, but also 
has hopes of winning white sup- 
port. 


He has criticized Gov. Win- 


throp Rockefeller, who seeks a 
third term on the GOP ticket, as 
a "Messianic tragedy" in the 
field of civil rights. 


"Rockefeller 
has 
promised 


much but delivered 
little," 


Hampton said. 


The black candidate asserted 


that .Rockefeller would no long- 
er receive heavy black voter 
support because of "promises 
unkept and lies found out." 


Republicans say, though, that 


they expect that many blacks 
still will cast their ballots for 
Rockefeller because of gains his 
administration has made in be- 
half of Negroes and because of 
Rockefeller's personal and fi- 
nancial support of many black 
causes. 


Hampton is married, the fa- 


ther of three children. 


He owns a printing firm, a 


public relations firm and a 
small 
weekly 
newspaper, 


through which he often boosts 
his own candidacy.

THE WELL CHILD <D 


Early Treatment Needed 
To Remedy Speech Defects 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—My son, 5, doesn't pro- 


nounce his w o r d s plainly. 
Will he outgrow this? 


A—By the time a child is 


3''2. he can usually speak 
plainly unless there is a mal- 
formation of his voice box, 
soft p a l a t e , hard palate, 
nasal partition, jaws, lips or 
tongue. Some children with 
none of these defects do out- 
grow this trouble by the time 
they are 8 but the best 
results in remedial speech 
centers are obtained when 
appropriate t r e a t m e n t is 
started early. 


Q—When my nephew, 10, 


was 4 he began to stutter. 
What caused this and what 
can be done about it? 


A—AH children trip over 


their words when they are 
excited We now know that 
stuttering is caused by tell- 
ing a child that he is a stut- 
terer instead of accepting 
this as a normal stage of de- 
velopment. In other words, 
stuttering is nothing more 
than extreme selfcohscious- 
ness about one's speech and 
loss 
of self-confidence in 


one's speaking ability. Once 
the habit is established, the 
services of a speech thera- 
pist are necessary. 


Q—What is the cause of 


phimosis and what is the 
treatment? 


A—Phimosis is a congeni- 


tal condition in which it is 
very hard to retract a tight 
foreskin back over the head 
of the penis. This makes it 


i m p o s s i b l e to clean the 
penis properly and predis- 
poses to cancer. The treat- 
ment is circumcision. 


Q—Can a baby born with 


hypospadias be successfully 
operated on for this deform- 
ity? 


A—In this congenital de- 


fect, the o p e n i n g of the 
urethra may be located any- 
where in the penis short of 
the normal outlet. It can 
be corrected surgically put 
the farther back the opening 
the more difficult the opera- 
tion. It should be done before 
the child reaches school age 


to prevent his being made to 
feel that he is a freak. 


Q_My daughter has just 


adopted a 10-month-old boy. 
He has a very shallow chest 
and one testicle has not de- 
veloped. 
Can anything be 


done to correct these condi- 
tions? 


A—Chest deformities can 


visually be corrected surg- 
ically. An undeveloped test- 
icle is not serious and re- 
quires no t r e a t m e n t . The 
other testicle will produce 
enough sperms to insure the 
boy's ability to be a father 
when he matures.

States today committed its en- 
tire Pacific force of B52 bomb- 
ers against the new Communist 
offensive in the northernmost 
provinces of South Vietnam. 


Nearly 100 of the big bombers 


from Guam, Okinawa and Thai- 
land dropped some 3,000 tons of 
bombs on North Vietnamese 
supply and staging areas on 
both sides of the Laotian border 
during the past M hours. 


The raids were the heaviest in 


two years in the sector. In- 
formed sources said clouds 
prevented any accurate assess- 
ment of the bomb damage, but 
several secondary explosions in- 
dicated hits on ammunition 
stores. 


The U.S. Command ordered 


the B52s out in full force after 
attacks Sunday on seven allied 
bases guarding approaches to 
the populous coastal lowlands of 
Quang Tri and Thua Thien prov- 
inces. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced that three American 
helicopters were shot down on 
the Laotian side of the border 
Saturday, two of them as they 
tried to rescue the crew of the 
first chopper downed.
